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the Chara@ers for fome Time not altered, the Saxoz Compounds and De-com- 

jounds grew many of them out of Ufe, and in their ftcad French Words and 
Phrates were introduced. Trewifa indeed, who lived a little after Dr. Vicli/, tells 
us, that in his Time this Humour of learning and fpeaking Frewh was fomewhat 
abated, and that gentlemen had much left Nes to teach their- Sildves french. How- 
ever, our Tangiaee was by that Time fo much chsnged, that the former Tranfla- 
tion of the New Teftament was become perfeGly unintelligible to the common 
People, fo that a New Tranflation was necefliry. And the prefent Publication 
of it is far of Ufe to us, that it ferves to explain the Meaning of a great many 
Words ftill retained in the Englifh Tranflations of the Bible and Pialter now in Ufe. 


TO this old Englifh Tranflation of the New Teftament I have priefixed a Hifto- 
ry of the feveral niranflations of "the! Holy Striptures into Raglih, fromithe Be- 
ginning, in which I have been fomewhat aflifted by Your Lordfip’s noble and 
well-chofen Library. This, my Lord, is what has been often attempted and per- 
formed in part by both Foreigners and our own Country-men. F. Stmon, Dupin, 
Le Long, Boernerus, Rumpus, &c. abroad, and Ufber, Fuller, Durell, Burnet, Whar 
ton and Strype, with fome others of Iefler Name here at home, have obliged the 
World with fome Account of them. I have done all I could, with the Help and 
Affiftance of my Friends, particularly thofe two very learned and excellent Men 
Mr. Thomas Baker of the College in which Your Lord/bip was educated, and 
Dr. Daniel Waterland to Supply, theit Omiffions and to give as exaé and au- 
thentic an Account of the feveral Englifh Bibles, Teftaments, Pfalters, Gc. which 
from time to time have been printed, as I could poffibly get : tho’ indeed I have 
not often gone out of my Way, and as feldom as poflible found any in it to expofe 
their Miftakes ; being no wife enclined to try to gain my {elf a Reputation 
by leffening that of others. 


WITH thefé feveral Tranflations of the Holy Scriptures into Englith, a late Buf 
foon, who perfonates what he calls a Catholic, tries to make himfelf and the 
inning Speétators of his Tricks as merry as they can be with his low Wit and 
ing Lice ‘The Ground-Work of his Fable are Gre 7 Martin's and the Rhe- 
miffs idle Tales and Mif-reprefentations of the Englifh.

V1. and Q. Elizabeth's Reigns ; which tho’, like the Stories of 
our prefent Free-Thinkers, they have long fince been again and again confuted, 
this Merry-Andrew like them trumps up afrefh to divert his ignorant Gapers. 
He would fain make his Readers believe, contrary to common Senfe and plain 
Eyefight, that bejides our corrupting our Bibles agatuft all or moft Points of Catho~

to be doubted that the Books of the New Teftament were before turn’d into Saxo, and commonly read in that 
Language. Some Fragments of this Tranflation of the Old Teftament, viz. Part of the OGatcub, and of the 
Book of Jeb, were printed, by the Encouragement of that leamed Reviver of the Study of the Getle and Anglo 
‘Sexonic Tongues, Dr. George Hickes, at Oxferd, with the Finian Types by Mr. Edward Tiwaits, . D. 1658, to which 
isadded the Apocht Piece, called, The Gofpel of Nicodemus in Anglo-Saxonic, and a Fragment of the Hittory 
Of Fudith in Dano-Saxonic.

Here in England, we find by the MS. Copies yet remaining, feveral attempts were made to tranflate into the 
Englifh then fokes the Pfalter, the Fhmrs of the Church, and the reft of the holy Scriptures. One of the firft 
Of thete féems to have been Richard Roll, an Hermit of Hampole in Terkfhire, who died 4. D. 1349. He tran‘

Jobn Wiclif was bora about the (t) beginning of the fourteenth Century at Wicif in Yorl/hire, and being bred 
to Leaming, was educated in Aferton cakes tS Gaferd, weve be ms Ath Probatinen od there hee 
In 1356 he is faid to have written a Tratt of the lajt Age, in which he expoféd the many corrupt Ways, then if 
ule, oF Mens coming to Ecclefiaftical But whut féems to have made him, moft known, snd to have 
gained him the greateft Reputation, was his oppofing the Encroxchments of the Begging Friers in defence of the 
‘Univerfity (¢). Soon after this he was chofen Warden of Baliol Hall, and prefented to the Reftory of Fylingham 
in thé Archdeaconry of Stowe and Diocele of Lincoln (4), which he atterwards exchanged for that of Loiegar/halt, 
In 1365 Archbilhop Jip nominated him Warden of Capterbuy Hal, which bis Grace had founded a iilebelore, 
Being, after the Archbithop’s death, ejeéted from thence by the Pope’s Bull, he read Leétures in Divinity in the Uniz 
verfity with fo univerfal an Applaufe, thatalmoft every thing he faid was reccived as an Oracle. In't374 he wax nd 
minated by the King, with the Bilhop of Bangor and others, to be his Ambaffidor to treat with the Pope’s Nuncios 
concerning the Provifions of Ecclefiaftical Ben¢fices here in Fnglard, claimed by the Pope, and long complained of by. 
‘our Parliamentsas very injurious co the Rights of the Englifh Church, and, asa Reward for his Faithtulnefs in exe+ 
cocing this Commmifion, had given him by ehe King (0) the Prebend of Auf in the Collegiate Church of Wflwy in 
the Diocefé of Worcefier, and the Rettory of Lutcermertb in che Diocelé of Lincoln. But the Dogtor having in his Lee= 
tures at Oxford oppofed the temporal Dominions of the Popes, and afferted the Regale of Princes, quefticned the 
Power of the Keys as claimed by the Roman See, and detended the Authority of Chr flian Princes to punith and 
reftrain Wicked and diforderly Ecclefiaftics, the Friers, who owed the Doétor a Grudge for his taking the Uni= 
verficy’s Part aguinft them, and expofing to the People their Cheats and Tricks to delraud them of their Money 
and Goods, complained of hina to the Pope, and (/) exhibited againft him xviii Conclufions, which chey repte~ 
fented as heretical, and charged him with maintaining. This gave the Doétor a great deal of Trouble, whch, 
very probably, had ended in his being put to a violent Death, had he not at firtt been protedted by the Engli/h 
Coure, and afterwards by the Schifm in the Remijh See, oceafioned by a double EleBtion of Popes. But by theft 
means was he preferved by divine Providence conitantly to fpeak the Truth, and boldly to rebuke Vice to a good 
old Age, when being feized by the Pally, he laboured under this fatal Diffemper about two or three Yearse and 
then died on (4) December a. A.D. 1384- . 

Te feems to have been Soon (b) after this Profécution that the Do@or fet about the tranflating the (i) whole 
Bible into the Englifh then fpoken.. This Tranflation he made from the Latin Bibles then in common ult, oF 
which were at that time ufually read ia the Church: ‘The reafon of which feems to have been, not that he 
thought the Latin the Original, or of the fame Authority with the Hebrew and Greck Text, but becaufe he did 
not underftand thofe Langoages well cnough to tranflate from them. He likewife ehofe to tranflate word for 
Word, as had been done before in the Anglo-Saxonic Tranflation, without always oblerving the idioms or 
prictits of the feveral Languages, by which means this Tranflation in fich Places is not very intelligible to thofe 
Who do not underftand Latin. For intance, Afatt viti. Es ecce clamaverunty dicentes : Quid nobis & sibs Jefe fi 
dei, Dr, Wiclif thus tranflates into Englifhs And lo they crieden and feider, What t9 wx and to thee elas the fone of 
god? Which, however, is 2s good Engle, as the Klemifis Tranflation here, What is letmeen is and thee, fee. 
find What to us and thee, Mark i. But whether Dr. Wiclif and they tranflated thus on the fame principle, is 
not in my power to determine, . It fEems to me not at all improbable, that Dr. Widif’s reafon for fo doing, as

© the (a) Clergy and Detfors of the Church, that thy might minifter it to the Laity and weaker fort according to 
© the exigency of times and their feveral occafions. So that by this means the Gofpel was made vadgar, and 
© luid more open to the Laity, and even to women who could resd, than it ufed to be to the moft learned of the 
« Clergy, and thof of the beft underftanding : and fo the Gofpel Jewel or Evangelical Pearl was thrown about 
« and trodden under foot of fwine.” Whether by this Kmghton meant, that Dr. Wiclif had tranflated from the 
Vulgar Latin into Englifh only the whole New Teftament, I don’t 1d to determine. According to the 
Lidell fenfe of his words he fiould mean no more than, that Dr. Widif hed tranflated the four Gofpels. If 
fo, this is a full evidence, that thy were firft of all trunflated by bin into the Erglifh then uled, or however 
were by him firft made vulgar or common to all who could read. But Jobn Hv/i, very near Cotemporary with 
Dr. Wicif, affures us, that (4) ¢ ic was faid by the Erglifh, that the Dottor tranflated the whole Bible out of 
© Latin into Englifi’’ Dr.Widif himfelf, when he menticns this, ules terms of a larger fignification, wiz. the holy 
Spire and GOD's Law. “Thos in bis Wiclee, i is Here to feat of the holy Scripture in Englify: And in an 
Homily on Afatt. xi. 23. reputed to be his, he thus complains of the fevere ulage he met with on account of his 
tranflating the holy Scripture, in the following terms. * He, Antecrift, hath tured hyfe clerkes to covetyfe 
and worldely love, and Yo biynded the pepe and derked the Lawe of Gp, that bys fervauntes ben thikke & 
few ben on crifte’s fyde ; and algates ey dyfpyfen that men fhulden knowe Ory/te’s lyfe, for thenne preftes 
fehulden fehome of hyre lyves, and fpecially thete hye preftes, for thei reverfen crift both in worde and in dede. 
‘And herfore on gret byfehop of engtlond, as men fayen, is yuel payed, that GODDE?s Inwe is written in 
englyfehe to lewede men, and he purfuech a preft for he wryteth to men this englyfche, and fompneth hym 
« and traveleth hym that hye is harde to hym to route. And thus he purfuech another preft by the helpe of

Oa which the Duke of (a) Larcafter, the King’s Uncle, is reported to have {poken to this effet: © We will 
“not be the Dregs of all, feemg other Nations haye the Law of GOD, which is the Law of our Faith, 
« weitten im their own Language.’ At the fame time declaring in a very folemn manner, ‘ That he would 
© maintain our having this Law in our own tongue againft thoft, whoever they should be, who firft brought in 
© the Bill.’ The Duke was ftconded by others, who faid, that ‘ if the Gofpel, by its being tranfiated into 
« Englifh, was the occafion of men’s running into Error, they might know, that there were more Hereticks to 


be found among the Latins than among the People of any other Language. For that the Decretals reckoned 
no fewer than fixty-fix Lative Hereticks, and fo the Gofpel muft not be read in Latine, which yct the oppofers 

OF its Erglfh Tranflation allowed? Upon which, it’s faid, the Bill wis thrown oot of the Houle. 

“This focccks, perhaps, gave encouragement to fome of Dr. Widif's Followers co review this Tranflation, or 
father, to make another not £6 ftrigt or verbal as chis, but more according to the fenfé. Of this the MS. Co- 
pies are more rare and feares.

The Scory I was told about 19 Years ago by old Mr. Tooke the Bookller, when he flewed me 
the fime, being at that time the Owner of the Book. The Duke ot Laxderdail, being a curious Man, had 
obférved in Dr. Fuller's Church-Hiftory, that Paul a Krave, &e. was to be fourd in two MS. Bibles in Oxford, 
and fuppofing, that fome other Books of the fame or a like Tranflation might fill remain, gave Orders fof 
inquiring one of them out. Every proper Perfon in Towo being applied unto, no fich Hook as chole mene 
tioned by Fuller could be found : (and. indeed when I contuled thefe very the word (¢) Knave, a3 re- 
lating to St Paud, was not in cither of them.) The faid Thorrter, who was an Honter alter Books in order 
to make a Penny, not being able to find fiich a Bible as his Grice wanted, was refolved however to finger 
fome of his Money if be could. He therefore takes this very Book, being’ the (/) oldct printed Bible that 
hhe could get, and ferapes off dextrouily in the Place sboveamenciened thele words, the frosmte, in place 
whereof he pafted on as neatly as he could ar, then a litle blonk bit of Paper, then Cthe Letters] Xe a.m, 
all taken from other. parts of this Book, and alterwonis drew red Lines above and below in order, to akiputs 
their additional putting en, which yet is very perceivable and profs enough to any Pesfon of moderate Bye- 
fiche. He then ‘caftrates the Book ot the bepinning, cutting off not only the Frootifpiece wherein was 
the date, but Afathens’s Dedication [to the King}, Tirdals Contents, Rogers's Exhortation, the Kalendar, &e. 
to the very Leaf preceding Gerefir, on the firt hice whereof he patted a white Leaf, becufe the date of the 
Book is therein mentioned, as may be cafily feca. Indeed, the Leaf had went with its Fellows but for the 
Cut on the other fide, wherein there is a Reprefentation of Adam end Eve as in Paradife.

‘Thefé Tranflations were all of them, as has been already hinted, from the Latin Volgate, according to which, at 
that time, were the Leffons, which were taken out of the Bible, é. commonly read and ufed in our Churches, whieh 
therefore gave the greater Offence to the Zealots of thefe Times, fince, as I have dhewn before, it was the prevailing. 
Opinion among, that even the Latin Bibles fhould not be commen or allowed to be in every one’s Hands, 
Accordingly our Poet Chaucer reprefents the Religious as gathering them pp and putting them in their Libraries, and 
fo imprifoning them from fecular Priefts and Curates, and thereby hindering them from ching the Gofpel to the 
People. When therefore Archbifhop Fitz-raiph fent three or four of the (g) Secular Pricits of his Diocefe ot Ar= 

into England to ftudy Divinity in Oxford, they were forced very focn to return, becaufe they could not 
ind here a Bible to be fold. Hence Dr. Wicl lained of the Clergy of his Time, that they (h) le/? the 
Holy Scriptures 10 fludy Heathen Mens Laws, and coxxteus Priefls Traditions, or the Civil and Canon Lave 
‘The fame, ( wfaneas Spin, afterwards Pope Pi IL obferved of the fralian Priefts, that it did not appear, 
that they had ever fo much as read the Naw Teftament. (k) Robert Stevens tells as of the Sortonifis, that bein; 
asked by him in what Place of the New Tefament fuch a thing was written, they anfwered, that they had rea 
jit in Jerom or in the Decrees, but what the New Teflamert was they did not know. And indeed, had the Co- 
pics of the Bible been more frequent then they were, it’s no wonder they were made fo little ufe of, if what 
‘the Writers of thefe Times, Dr. Width, Al "Clemangir, Beleth, &c, fay be truc, that the Clergy were 
generally fo ignorant, as not to be able to read Latin, or con their Salter. 

‘As the Copies of the Latin Bible were fo very rare and hard to come at, {0 it 9 irs they were (1) exceeding 
faulty and corrupt, and abounded with innumerable Errata, partly thro” the Carelethels of the Tranferibers, and 
partly thro’ the Boldnefs of Sciolifts or Pretenders to Se On the contrary, IWiclif’s Followers were grown 

very 
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very numerous : and the Copies of his Erglifb Tranflation of the New Teftament fo (*) common, that it ap 
pears an Englifh Bible was fold for 20s. whereas the Price of a Portuife or Breviary was fix Marks. For it wes 
almoft, if noc quite, thirty Years betwixt Dr. Wclif’s finifhing this Tranflation, and Archbithop Arundel’s making 
the Copfticution betore-mention’d, whereby it was decrced to be Herefy for any one to read it, 

When the Art of Printing was difcovered (a), it was not long before the Latin Bible was printed, vic. 1462. 
which was foon followed by other Editions, whereby it was rendred more common than belore. in 1488 
the Old Teftament printed in Helrew, and in leis than (b) thirty Years after, the New Teftament was publithed 
at Buf in its original Grek, ‘Thele Proceedings for the Advancement of Learniog and Knowledges efpecily. ia 
divine Matters, alarmed the ignorant and illiterate Monks, infomuch that (c) they declaimed from the Pulpit 
that < there wis now a New Language dicovered clled Grist, of which People thould beware, ince ic was tat 
* which produced all the Herefies : that in this Language was come forth a Book called the New Tiftament, 
« which was now in every body's Hands, and was full of Thortis and Briers: that there was alfo another Lane 
« guage now farted up which they called Helrem, and that they who learnt it were tumed Helrews.” Here in 
England, che great Erafmus tells vs, his publifhing the New Teflament in its original Language met with a great 
del of Clamou and Oppofition, and, in lar, one College in the Univerfity of Camtridge ab(olutely forbad 
the nieof ic, ¢ Thele, fays he (d), objett to us the feign’d Authority of Synods, and magnily the great 
© Peril of the Chriftian Faith and the Danger of the Church, which they pretend to firpport with their Shoul- 
< ders, that are much fitter to prop a Waggon. And thefe Clomours they difperfe among the ignorant and {a 
« perftitious Populace, with whom, having the Repotation of being great Divines, they are very loath to have 
¢ Hs, Opinions called in quetion,’and are afaid, thot when they quote the Seripeure wrong, 2 chey often do, 
© the Authority of the Greck and Felrem Verity should be caft ia their Teeth, and that by and by appear to. be 4 
© Dream, which was by them given out for sn Oracle? Accordingly the (¢) Vicar of Creydon in Stary is faid to 
have exprefs'd himf€lf to the following porpofé in a Sermon which he preach’d at Pau!'s Crof about this time, 
We muff root out Printing, or Printing will yoo out st.

Tyndal was born fomewhere in Wales, and being bred to Learning, was placed in (b) AMmudelyn Hall in Oxford, 
where he took his Degrees, and read Leftures privately in Divinity to feveral of the Students ¢f that Hall, an 
Of the Fellows of the adjoining College. From Oxford he removed to Cambridge, from whence, after {ome Stay 
there, he went into the Family of Sir — Welch in Gloveejterfhire to be Tutor to that Knights Children. Here 
he tranflited into Englith Erafmus's Marual of a Chriftian Stdicr, 2 Book, as the leamed Author himfelt tells 
us (i), written for this End, that he might cure the vulgar Error of Mens placing Religion in Ceremonies, 
and more than Jewi/h Obtervations-of corporal things, whiltt they wonderfully negicéled ‘thofe things which 
appercained unto GodiinefS, oF which were of the Eifence and Power of it. But being fipetted of Herely by 
the neighbouring Clergy, with whom he had fometimes Difputes about Religion, and’by them threatned ant 
profecated in the Ecclefiaftical Court, he, with the confen: of Sir—— Weleh, refolved to leave his Family, and 
fo went up t0 Londen, where he tor fome time (&) preached, as he had done before in the Country.

(8) Hall tells us, that the Bithop of London being at Antwerp, and meeting there one 
Uuhin Packingtor, a Mercer and Merchant of Lordor, he confalted him how he might get the Englith New 
Tefaments ioto his Poffelfion, that he might bum them all, and fo prevent their Difperfion. Packington, who, 
aS it's faid, Was a {ecret Friend of Tyndal’s, and knew that he had a great Number of his Englifh Teflaments on 

is Hands, and that he was very poor snd. wanted Moncy, thought this a very fair Opportunity to get the 
Books fold’ and co fupply his Wants. He therefore told the Bithop, that if it was his Lordihip’s Pleafare to pay 
for them, he believed he had lntereft and Acquaintance enough among the Dudchmen, and Strangers who had 
Bought them of Tyndal, to procure for his Lordi every Book of them that was yet unfold.’ To this the 
Bithop confented, and accordingly Packington drove the Bargain with Tyndal for the Books, which were {ent into 
England, where, ‘on the Bishop's Return, they were publickly bumt at Paud’s Crofs (©). ' But, as Hall tells the 
Story, when afterwards more New Teftaments were imprinted, and in great Plenty fent over hither, the Bifhop 
heariag it, fene for Packington to cxpoftulate wich him about there being fo many of thefe English Teflaments, 
when, as he thought, he had purchafed all of them. To which Packingten replied, that his Lordfhip had all 
the Copies of that Impreffion’ which were left unfold, according to his Bargain, but that they had. printed 
more fince, and be could not fee how they could be Kept from doing that, unlefs his Lordihip would likewife 
buy the Types and Preffes. To this Hall adds, that Gcerze Conflamtine, who was LL.B. in the Univerfity of 
Gamlridge, and was {petted of favouring Lisler's Opinions, and had therefore fled beyond Sea, and became ae- 

miainted ‘with Tyxdal, being tsken and examined by Sic The. Afere, then Lord Chancellor, was, among other 
things, asked how Tindal, oe, 8c. were furaifhed with Mooey ¢9 {upport them; to which he anfwerd, “ic 
{as the Bishop of Zaninn who had belp'd them, fince his Lordthip had ditriboted a (4) great deal of Money 

among them by his buying the New Téjlaments which he burnt, which had becn and yet was their only Suc- 
* cour and Comfort.” 

‘The Time for this is by the Right Reverend Author of the Hig of th Reformation fxd to the Year 15395 
when Tonflal retumed from his Embaily at the Treaty of Gombray. _ But Sir Thomas More in his Dialogues, which 
Wreve filed atthe Prefs inane thie Year 1529, Speaks of this burning of Tyndal’s New Teftament : Nay, Tyndal 
‘Rim(clf mentions it in his Preface to his Book The Parte of the wicked Mammen, publithed Atay 8.1527. 
In buming the New Teitament, fays he, they dyd none other thing than thac I looked for.’ So that the

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Soon after this was there publifhed a third Dutch Edition of this Teftamont in 12mo like the firt, which 
feems Likewife to have been foon all fold off. 

“This was by no means agrecable co the Friends of the Roman Superftitions, and thereiore Bikop Turjial, a8 
foon as he heard of thefé New Teftaments being firft printed abrosd and imported here, did all he could co 
fupprefé them, He preached againft them at St. Paul's, and told the People there were no fewer than 2eco Texts 
in this Tranflation miftranflated. They likewife who imported them were profecuted with the uimeft Severity, 

ticularly one Jobn Raymund, a Dusihmar, about this Time, 1528, was forced to abjure on account of his 
importing thefe contraband Goods (a). To whom I may add Jebn Tjxdal, the Tranflator’s Brother, und Thomas 
Patmore, Merchants, who were condemned to do Penan’e for their importing them, by riding with their Faces 
to their Horfes Tails, with the Books tafined thick about them pinned or tacked to their Gowns or Cloaks, 
fo the Standard in Chpe, and there with their own Hands to fling them into the Fire made on purpole to 
burn them. 

But as thei forcible Means had not their End to hinder People’s reading this TranMlation of the Holy Scrip 
tures in their Mother-tongue, but rather ferved to raife their Curiofity, and fet them againit thefe who burnt 
thefé holy Books, as being too rigorous and cruel, ic wos therefore thought proper, that fomething should be 
done to fatisfy the People of the Reafonablencfs of thefe Proceedings. Sir Tho Store, ‘an intimate Friend of 
Bithop Tonfi and one of whom his Lorufhip ste the following Charatter, ¢ that he was a Sort of Demojllercs 

in our own Language and in Latin, and was uled to be a very sharp Affertor of Catholic Verity in every Dil= 
pute,” was thought a Perfon moff proper for this Work. The Bithop therefore, for this purpofé, granted 
him his Licenfé and Faculty to have and to read the feveral Books which Tyxdal and others publifhed, in order, 
‘as the Bifhop faid, ¢ to bring into this Kingdom the old and condemned Herely of Wielif and Lather > what by 
© reading them he might fee in what lurking Places the Serpents ccncealed themfélves, and might by that means 
€ be the better enabled to publith in Frgllh what might ferve to detect the crafty Ms ny ‘of thefe Hereticks 
£ to plain and fimple People who are Tiable co be deceived by them.” This Licence or Faculty is dated Afarch 7. 
1527. To anfwer the Purpof of this Licence,and comply with the Bithop’s moft earneft Defize expreffed in it, Sit 

1as compoted what he called « Dyalogwe, which, as has been faid before, about two Years after was finithed 
the Prefs and publithed. This Piece was written in a very pleafant manner, with a great deal of Wit and 
Humour, and a Mixture of diverting Stories, and the Whole fuited to the Copacity of the common People, for 
whom ict was cipal intended. Jn the third Book (b) the Perfon, with whom Sir Thomas is here reprefented 
as talking, defies Sit TI to let him ‘ know his Mind gens 4 the burning of the mew teflament in englifh 
« which ‘Tyndat lately tranflated, and, as men faid, right well, which made them fouch marvail of the burning” 
‘To this Sir Thomas replied; * That who fo called thefe Books which were burnt New Tesramunrs gave them a 
wrong name, fince they were rather Tyndal's or Luther's Teftament, it being fo corrupted snd changed from 
* the good and wholfome doétrine of to their own devilith herefies, as to be quite another thing (©)? As 
a Proof of this, Sir Thomas obferved, © t ihe had (4) miftranflated three words of great weight, and they 
© often repeated and rehearfed in the Book ; dl were the words Pussrs, Cxurcs, and Cuanrrie. The firft of 
© thefe he never calls Priefis but Seniors, the tecond he ftiles the Congreatior, and the third he ameth Love.” Sic 
Thomas adds, that Tyndal changed commonly the word Grace into Favewr, that he tranflated Coxression into 
© Knomledging, (¢) Poxascn into Repentarce, and a Conrrnira Hraxr into a Treubled Heart. By this means, be [aid, 
« Kammiteittes Qui hs Tate eenliation take the people believe, that fuch aitiles of the faith as he laboured 

to deftroy, and which are well proved by feripture, were jn holy feripture nothing fpoken of, but that the 
« preachers have all this fifteen hundred years mifeprefented the gofpel, and englithed the feripture wrong, to 
< feed the ‘purpofély out of the way.’ By this ic appears, that ir was no harth atid _groundlefs Reflec~ 
tion that Thada afterwards made on the Treatment which this Tranflation of his met with, wie. that (/) ¢ there 
fyas not fo much ns one i therein, if it lacked a tittle over its head, but ic had been noted, and nnmbred unto 

the ignorant people for an herelj, whom they ‘made to believe that there were | know hot how many thowfind 
Beek mt itt and that it was {0 faulty, that it could not be mended or correfted.” For thus, it icems, the 
Bithop of London had, as was aid before, declared in a Sermon preached by him at Se. Paul's, that (p)* he had 
FP foond in itno lefs than two thoufind errors or miftranflations of the text, if, atleaft, Gregory Martin's memory 
© did not fail him, fince (b) Sit Toomas More thus reports this matter, that therc were found in this bock, and 
© noted wrong and falfly tranflated, Qabore ‘@ thoufand texts by tale.” 

But notwithftanding thefe various Methods of difcouraging this Tranflation, the Zeal of thof who favoured 
the Reformation, it feems, farmounted them all, and the New Teftament of this Tranflation continued to be 
finported and read, as appears from hence, that the three Editions before mentioned were all fold off be- 


fore 1530. 
Ta tha mean time Tpndal was buly in tranflating from the Hcbrem into Engl the five Books of Ass. But 
having finithed his Tranflation, and going to amlugh co print it, the Vellel in which he went was hipwieck’ 

and his Papers loft, fo that he'was fored to begin all anew; by which means it was noc printed till 1530. Iisa 
finall Svo, and feemns to have been printed at feveral Preffes, as, 1 fuppole, the Times would permit.  Gevelis 
ae arog and (orinted in the Ducd Letter, and contain the one 76 Leaves, and the other 67, and at the End 
of Genefis is A table pet 2 merdes, as there is before Niontert, Ax expofition of certeyne words of the 
fouerth book of Moles called Numesi. "Phe oher'three Books, Exoduy, Leviticiand Derteroramic (k) are printed in the 
‘Roman Letter, with now and then a Capital of the Black Leter intermixed, as I've feen in Books printed abour 
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this Time at Zurich. To exery one of thefe five Books is prefixed a Prologue, and at the End of thoft of 
Exodis and Desteronomie are Tables expeurdigg certaine words. in the Margin are fome Notes, which with the 
Prologues are cut in my Copy according to the Direttions of an Ag of Parliament, of which we ‘hall fpeake 
herealter. ‘There are ten wooden Cuts, reprefenting, 1. The forme of the arke of witnelfe with his ftaves and 
two cherubyns. a. The table of fiew-brced, with the loves of bread upon ir, and his other Veffels. 3. The 
facion of the candlefticke, with his lampes, fhoffers, and other neceflaries. 4, “The forme of the ten cortaynes 
of the tabernacle, wich their cherubins and fifty loupes. 5. The facion of the bordes of the tabernac'e, with, 
their fete, fockettes, and barres. 6. The facion of the comer bordes, with ther fete, fockettes, and barres. 
3. The forme of the alter of the burnt offcynge,with his homes, ringes, ftaves, gridyernes, and other ornamentes, 
8. The figure of the orderinge of all the ornamentes which muff ftande in the tabernacle.” 9. ‘The forme of the 
alter of inccnfe, with all that belongeth unto it. 10 The figure of the laver of braffe, with his fote. ‘There 
feems to have been another of thefe Cuts after No. 9. which perhaps was aron in his prieftly Habit, bue its 
cut out of my Copy, which is otherwife imperfect, Mr. Thereby cells us (a), that in a Copy in his Mufeurm at 
the End, after the Taile expounding certain words, is added, Emprinted at Malborow in the land of Helle by me 
Hans Luft the yere of our Lord MC.C.CC.C.XXX. the xvit daye of January. 

“Tyndat having thus finifhed his Tranflation of the Pemateseh, was now at Ieifore to examine the Remarks 
Which Sir Thomas More, who was advanced to be Lord Chancellor OGeter a5. 1530, had made on his Tranflation 
of the New Teflament. Accordingly, the fame Year (), he publithed “Ay Avfiere unto Sir Thomas Mores 

itague. In this Anfwer he thews the Reafon why hie ufed the Words Congregation, Flier, &c. which 
Sir-Thomar found fo moch fault with, rather than Church, Pri, &c, and dec thar he did it not, as Sir 
© ‘Thomas, he faid, untroly reported of him, of any mifchievous or to eftablith Herefie” He 
added, * that he verily believed Sir Thomas wrote not this Dialogue for any Alleftion that he bare unto the 
*"Spiritualty, or unto the Opinions which he fo barely defended, but to obtain only that which he was an hun- 
« gred for.” This Refledtion he grounded on Sir Thomas's great Friend £ra/mu his changing the Word Eccl, 
‘Church, into Congregation, and that more than once, in the New Teftament which he tranflated into Latiy, an: 

‘Thomas's not oppofing bint, or calling in que(tion his Orthodoxy for fo doing. He concluded, ¢ that Sit 
Thomat, who, he taid (0), wnderftood Greek, and knew thefe Words long kxfore he did, could not prove, that 
«he gave not the right Englifh unto the Gréck Words: but that what made them, whofe Cavfe’ Sir Thomas 
§ efpouted, fo uneaty and impatient, was they had loft their jugeling Terms, whescwith they impoted on and 
« mifled the People, For inftance, ‘the Word Charch, he faid, was by the Popith Clergy appropriated to them- 
« felves, whereas of right it was common to all the whole Congregation of them that in Chri. So, he 
< fnid the School-Dofors and Preachers were wont to mike many Divifions, Diftinttions, and Sorts of cae s 
wich Conjeffion they juggled and made the People, as oft as they fprke of it, to underftand by it Sbrift in the 
« tare: So by the Word (d) Penance they made the People 1d holy Deeds of tieir enjoining, with which 
© they muft make Satisfattion for their Sins to Gon-ward? As for his tranflating Presluccren, Sevier, Tyndal 
owned, € that Senior was no very good Englifi, but there came no berterdin his Mind at that Times but that 
© he had fpied his Faule fines, long before Sir Thoneas told him of it, and had mended ie in all the Works which 
« he had made lately, and ealled it ax Elder.” As to his tranflating the Grak Word Azapee into Love, and not 
rather ineo Charity, he fds © Chavity was no bor Flin that Senle which Agar requirth 

‘The thre forme Batis of Tyna’ Frslifh New Tettament being oll fld of ‘the Dutch Bocktllers uinced 
a fourth, 1530, in a {maller Volome and Letter. Of this Joye gives us the fo Account (9): ¢ When 
# thefe two pryates-——-were al foulde more then a 12 month sgo, Tynddl was pricked forth to take the Tefta- 
{ment ig hahd to prine it and coreft ity as he profelith and promifeth fo do in the later ende of his fit 
© franflation, But Tyndal prolonged and differred {o meccffiry a thing and fo ivf€ defyers of many men. In fo 
« much that in the mean feafon the Dewchmen printed it agen the tlird cyme in a fmall volume like theyr firfte 
« prynt, but miche more fall then ever it were before. Thei printed them, and that moft falfe, and 
« hbout 2000 Books and had fhortly fold them. All this longe while Tyxdal flept, for nothing came from him 
£ as farre as T could perceive.” 5 

But whatever Reafons Tyrdat might have for his ‘not revifing and corrtting, bis Fxgib Tranfation of the 
New Teftament, in fo many Years after its fickt Publication, and when there had been fo many uncorrett Edi- 
tions of it by others, it’s plain he was not idle nor 2 Befides his Tranflation of the Pentatcuch twice, and 
his defending that of the New Teftament againft Sir ‘More's objeftions, he tranflated the Prophecy of 
‘Jonas, to which he prefixed a large Prologue, which he printed aboot 1531. OF this Performance, Sir Thomas 
Bfore, who had now drawn Blood in Controverfy, and loft his good Temper, gave the following Charaéter (f). 
i Foray ys hey made out by Tyndall: a booke ‘hat whofo delighte therin fall ande in peril cha Jona was 
« ever f fwvalowed up with as by the delyte of that booke a man’s foule may be fo fwallowed up 
« by the Devill that he shall never have the grace to get out agayne. ‘Tyndal in his Prologue to this Book hadt 
cenfured the Papifts, whom he calls € flefbly minded hypocrites, as making the Scripture theire own poffi(fion 
‘and merchandife and fo fhutting up the Kingdom of heaves, which is Gon’s worde, neither entring them. 

felves, nor fafferiag them that Would. When, /ays le, they come to the law, they put glofes to, and make 
no more of it then of a worldly lawe which is fatisfied with the outward Work. When they come to the 
Golpel, there they mingle their leuen and fy. Gon now receiveth us no more to mercy, but of mercy re- 
cciveth us to penaunce, that is to witte, holy deedes that make them fat bellies, and ab thei captives both in

iBy there being, fo many new Edicions of the New Teftament, it’s very plain, that the Bifiop of Zordon’s 
Contpittion, befere-mentioned, to the Archdeacon, to order the Delivery of the Copies of xt, 19 the Hands 
of thofe of his Diocefe, to them, @c. was very little regarded, and not very readily obeyed. The Bithops 
tnd Clergy (a) terefore’made great Complaints to the King of this Tranflation, oo which his MajeQy refolved 
a ee tes Qaatter into Confideration himielf. On (1) Afay 25, 1531. therelore the King, Hall fays, came into 
the Star-Chamler and there conferred with his Conncil and the Prelates about this Matter. OF this Meeting 
the following Account is given in the (¢) Inftrument drawn up on this Oceafion. ‘ The King, fay the Drawers 
of it, “hearing of many Books in the Fogi/h Tonge, ccntaining many deteflable Errors and dumgable Op 
# nione (for fo they had besa reprefented to him by Sit Tio. Afore, now Lord-Chancellor, and the Bdhops, who 
purticulany alledged, that the Tranflation of the New Teftament was corropted and not truly made, and that 
aaeresvare added to ie Prologues and Annotations which (ounded to Herely, and in which muny (d) bard and ua 
cperfeable Refletlions were rade on the Bifhops and Clergy * princed in che Parts beyond the Sea, co be brought 
© jnto divers Towns and fundry Parts of this His Realme of ‘Englard, and fown abroad in the fame, to the great 
« Decay of our Catholike Faith, and perilous Corruption of his People, waleffe peedie Remedie were briefly pro- 
© vided’. His Highneffe, for the repelling of fich Books, called unto Him, of His great Goodnels and gracicus

‘Thefe Prelates, dc. thus afftmbled, colletted out of feveral Books of Tyndal'’s many Paffages which they faid 
were Herefies and Errors. Thee they prefented co the King, who, as the Inftrument declares, decermined, 
that © all the Books containing thele Herelics, @c. with che Tranflation aljo of Scriptwe corrupted by IVilliam 
Pi ndaly an well ip the (2) OW Teftament as in the New, fhould utterly be expelled, rejefled, and putaway oue 
© of the Hands of his People, and not be fuffered to get abroad among His ‘Subjefs.’ And his Highnefs willed 
further (f), © that this His Pleafure ind Determination fhould be notified by Preachers abroad unto the Pco-

In 1534 vs poblithed a (a) fourth Durch Edition, the fifth in all, of Tyxdal’s New Teftament in 12m‘ 
Copy of this is in Lord Pembrot’s Library. Tae Title-page is loft ; ‘then follows the Epiftle ro the Chri- 
fiisn Reader; mext four Prologues to the iv Gofpels; thea a Table for the iv Evangelifts ; a Table for the 
‘Ads of the Apoitles ; thea a Title, thus, The Nowe Teftamoat, Anno M.p. xxxim. Ar the End are Piltils of 
the Old Teftament. This Gems to have beea the Edicion of this Teftament which was correéted by an Englifh 
Refuse, George Joye, fo often mentioned before. (b) He was a Redford/hire Man, and educated in Peterboujé in 
Cambridge, where he took the Degree of Batchelor of Arts 1512-13, and that of Mafter 1517, and on the 
aril: of April in the fame Year was admitted Feltow. But being accufed of Herely by the Prior of Nennbam, 
who wrote a Letter to the Bithop of Lincoln concerning him 1527, he was fent for by the Cardinal, who wrote 
t0 Dr. Edmunds, then Matter of Peterbou?, to fend him up to him, But the Cardinal referring him to 
the Bithep, and his Lordship by his Behaviour toward Jee, when he appeared before him, giving him occafion 
to tufgete he was ia fome Danger, he fled beyond Sei to ‘railarg, where Sir Tho, fire intimates he went by 
the Name of Gark, and tranflated the Pater and Primer, whercin de Zetany and Dirige were omitted, left Folke, 
Sir Thomas iid, fhould pray to Saints and for the Dead: He likewift tranflated the Prophecies of #/atia and Je- 
yeniab, of which J fhall. prefensly give a more particnlar Acccunt. It feems alfo as if it had been intimated to 
Tindal, that he had a Defign to print the whole Bible in Ergli/h, and thereby to rival and fupplent him. Thus 
He wrote to his leamed Friend Yobn Frith about the beginning of the Year 1533, that (c) * Gearge Joye at Cine 
« mafz being at Barrowe, a Town ten Miles fiom Antwerp, printed two Leaves of Gerefis in a great Form, and. 
© fent one Copy to the Ring and another to the new Queen, with a Letter to N. to deliver them, and to pur- 
« chate Licenfé, that he might fo go through all che Bible.” ‘By the rem Owen is, fuppofe, meant Anne Boleyn. 
And this, perhaps, may be sgnene which (4) Mc Wasi, faid he had, and which feemed to him to be 
Pare of an entire Bible, and to be older than Crverdale’s Bible, printed 1535. 

“This Man the Editors of this fourth Dutch Edition got to corrett the Copy, which, it feems, was by care- 
JeG printing of it grown very faulty. therefore being an Erglifomar, che Editors agreed with'to review the 
former Editions, and give them a correét Copy; for as to the Printing he was to have nothing to do wich that. 
Indoing this, it feems, Joye took the Liberty to correct the Tranfhition, as well as the Errors ofthe Prefs, and 
to give many Words their pore and mative Signfication in theit Plates, which, he though: they had not before. 
‘Among thefé was the Word Refwreffia, which Joye tranflated the Life after this. This Edition hath in the End 
belore the Table of the Epifties and Golpelles this Title.

‘SJor’s Edition of this Teftament coming forth, as bas been faid, jult before the finifhing of this at the Prefs, 
‘occafioned Tydal to add another Epiftle to the Reader, which begins thus, W. Tyndal_yer oxce more to the 
Ghriften reader. In this he expreffes a great deal too much paffion and refentment againft Yo, particularly for 
fhe manner of his tranflacing the Word Refirrdie, obferving, that * this word was not fo tranflated, neicher 
¢ by him, noe by any other tranflation ia any language and that if Joye would have altered the Text he should 
€ have put it forth for his own Tranflation and not for bis.” “This is what (¢) Fox means, when he tells us, 
that ¢ 7yndal_having finithed his Picce of the Sacrament of the Altzr, then toke he in hand to conferre 
© the New Teftament with the Gree. And that finifhed and put forth, then was in hand to declare his mind 
£ upon a place in the New Yeftiment where one had altered it otherwife than he hadde trinflated it, or, as he 
£ Gib ras traniated by any other rranlation in any language, and fo pot it forth for Mr. Tymdalstaniation, 
< Wherfors, fiid he, if he wold have altered the Text, he fhould have pot ie forth for his own tranflation 
{nd not fOr myne.” This fond Epiltle Tyrdal concluded wich giving the fellowing Account of this Edition 
of the New Teftament by Joye: * Fioally that New Treftament thus dylygently corretted, befide this 1 ofte

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This occafioned Joye to write and publith Vindication of himfelf, which he thus entituled ; A# Apology made 
ly Geo. Joye to Satisfy, if it may be, W. Tyndale, to pourge ard definde bimyfelf azaynjt fo marge flaunderane Lies 
‘fayned spon bim in Tyndale’s urcharitabte and unfober Pifil, 0 mek worthye to be pralixed for the Keader to irdwe bim 
into the tderflandyng of bis New Teftament, diligently corredied ard printed im the Yeare of oure Lorde M. cccce. and 
xxxiii in November. In this , Joye gives us the following Account of this his Edition of Tyndal’s New

‘Thea follows the fir/t tote of Mofes called in the hebrae Berefchith and in the latyn Genefis, &e. This Edition of 
the Englifh Bible is divided, as Mathers’s Englifh Bible was, into fixe Tomes. The fewth of thefe contains the 
Avocryphal Books, and is here ‘entituled, The Booker of Hagiograplia. “This Name was occafioned by their being 
fo called in St. Hicrome’s Prefaces to Tobie and Judith, as we now have them, But our learned Dr. Reinolds has 
obférved («), that ia both thelé Places there is a foul Corruption of St. Yerome’s Text. And indeed, however 
this Error is erept into almoft all the Manuferipts, yet in tome ancient ones it is read here Apochrypht, as it 
‘ought to be. And thus the Author of the Prologue to the Tranflation of the Bible, 4. D. 1396. intimates 
was read in his Time in St. Zerone’s Prologue on the fixft Wook of Kings, ale Sift of Samic, cho’ in the pre- 
feat printed Copies we now read Hagiographa. But this Title being favourable to the Papifts Noticn of thefé 
Books being a Part of the Canon, or of Authority in Matters of Faith, it's no wonder that it’s countenanced 
by them. However, the Editors of this Impreffion, as well as thofe who went before them, have plainly di- 
flinguifhed thefé Books, by placing them in a diftin&t Tome by themfélves, whereas in the Latin Bibles they 
are difperled among the Canonical Books, without any diftinétion at all.

GHAP. IL 


Of the feveral Editions of the Englith Bible, &c. during 
the Reigns of King Edward VI. and Queen Mary. 


ING Fenny VIIL. dying on Jan. 28. 1546. was foceceded by his Son Fdmard, who foon after iffted ont 

a Summons for a Parliament to mect at Weflminfier the foath Day of Nowmler following. In this 
Parliament ws the fore-mentioned Seatote concerning the Books of the Old and New Tefiament in Eni 

and the printing, felling and reading them, repealed, and declared ro be uterly vid and of none effect, The 
King likewife ordered 2 Royal Vifitstion, in which were (b) Injundtions given by him as the fupreme Head of 
the Church of England, to all and fingular his loving Subjetts, as well of the Clergy as of the Laity. By thefe 
© the Parfons, Vicars and Corates were required to provide within three moneths next after this Vifitation one book 
of the whole Bible of the largeft Volum in Englith 5” and © within one (c) mele monethe next after the faid Vi- 
fitation the paraphrafis of Erafimus alfo in Englifb wpon the Gofpels, and the fame fet up in fome convenient 
place within the faid Church that they have cure of, wheras their Parifhioners may moft commodioufly refort 
tinto and read the fame, the charges of which books it was ordered thould be ratably born between the Parfon 
or ‘Approprictary and Parifhioners, that is to fay, the one half by the Parfon or Approprictary and the other 
half by the Parifhioners.’ The Parfons, ec. were likewife required to € difcourage no man, aithorifed and li 
cenfed thereto, fcom the reading of any part of the Bible, /o fet up in Chwcles, either in Latin om Englifh, but 
rather to comfort and exhort every perfon to read the fame as the very lively word of Gop, and the fpecial 
food of man's foul chat all Chriftian perfons are bound to embrace, believe and follow, if they look to be 
faved; wherby they may the better know their duties to Gon, to their fovereign Lord the King, and to their 
neighbour. Laftly, they were required ever gently and charitably to exhort the people, and in his Majeftie’s 
ame ftraitly to charge and command them, that in the reading of the Scriptures no man hould reafon or 
© contend, but quietly hear the reader.’ It fecms likewife as if at this time Sentences or Texts of Scripture were 
written on the Walls of the Churches in Englifh. This was no new thing, fince {0 long ago as St. Ambrofé’s 
‘Time fome profitable Texts of Scripture were written there, particularly 1 Or. vii. 34. which he tells the Maid,

But this muft be a Lie, fince the Sentences there written 
have been according to the prefent Tranflation, Little children, keep your feloxs from Adols, long before he wis 
born. However, from hence one may, I think colleé&, that Choice was made of fach Texts ‘of Scripture, on 
this Occafion, as were moft oppofite to the profane and foperftitious Tenets of the Roman Church. 
Wy the aforefiid Injunétions ic was likewife ordered, That every Parfon, Vicar, Curate, ‘Chauntery, Prieft and 
Sti iary, being under the Degree of a Bachclor of Divinity, fhovld have of his own the New Teftament 
both in Lavin and Engif, with the Paraphrat of Frafms wpon it; and that the Bithops, &r. in their Synods 
or Vifitations, should examine them how they bad proficed in the Study of holy ‘Scripture. It was likewife en- 
joined, that in the Time of High Mafs the Epiftle and Gofpel of that Mafs fhould be read in Englifh; and 
‘that on every Sunday and Holy-day the Parfons, &c. should plainly and diftingtly read one Chapter of the New 
TTeftament i Englifh at AMattine, and one Chapter of the Old Teftament at Even-Song 3 and that when the 
Pricft reads the Scripture to the Parithioners, no manner of Perions, without a joft and urgent Caufe, should 
ie ahe Church, which fatimates; that fome, ont of a blind Zeal again(t this Tranflation, ufed to eo 
‘out of the Church whenever it was read there, This fame Year therefore was printed in Englifh and Latin 
‘New Teftament in 4t0. The Englifb was of the Tranflation of the Great Bible, and the Latin of Erafnus's, 
which was firit poblithed by him with the Original Greek, A. D. 1516. oF which F. Simon gives the fol- 
Towing Charaéter 3 Hee ili merito debetur quod recentiorum ommison Teterpretum Novi Trstasestt accurarifinnss 
habeatur. 

‘The fime learned Man, as is intimated in the Injunétions, had likewife made a Paraphrafé in Latin cn the 
‘New Teftament, viz. the four Golpels, the Aéts of the Apoftles, and the Apoftolical Epiftles. This he begun 
to write A.D. 1517. and in 1523 he feems to have finithed and publithed it. He afterwards reviewed it, and 
Frohen his Printer publithed ic at Baf in two Tomes, the firft of which bears Date 1535, the other 1538. The 
four Gofpels feem at fire to have been printed feparately, or each Gofpel by it felf, and were dedicated to the 
Emperor, the French King, the King ‘of (b) England, and'to Prince Ferdinand the Archduke ot Awjiria. Thele, 
jt forms, ‘the new Queen, Catherine Parr, who was married to the King ia Fuy 1343, and favoured the Reformed, 
hud a mind fhould be tranflated into Exglifh. For this purpofe the employed Nicholas Udall (¢) Matter of 
Faton School, and whom Bae ftiles the mott elegant Maafter of all good Letters, and che moft happy Interpreter 
or Tranflator of them. He began with the Golpel ot St. Luke, which the Author, as we have feen, dedicated 
in Latin to the King.

It was before juft hinted, that the Bible, tronflated into Engli/h by fome Refugees who fled to Geneva in the 
Tate Reign Was finithed in 1560, and there printed in Quarto by Rowland Harle. This Edition I have never feen, 
but it {eems, fome way or other it was fo ordered, that it was not prefently reprinted here in England. By 
‘what the Author of the Difcourfé of the Troubles of Frarkfert, which was rinsed 1575, (b) fays, one would 
maging, chi it-was not again printed before that Difcourfe mas writen, Clty fays Iie, that Bible be fuch as 
no enemy of Gon could juftly find faule with, then may men maryell, that fuch a worke, being {0 profi- 
* table, fhould finde fo fmall favour as mot to te printed againe.” But why this Complaint thould be made when 
this Bible was printed egain 1570, I can’t fee, unlels this Diftourfé was written betore that Year. However 
this be, the former Impreffion being fold off, the Proprictors of it (who were Englifh Refugecs at Gencoa, among 
whom was one Jobn Zndieigh) had it carefully reviewed and corredted in order for another Edition.

view they had finished abour the beginning of AMfarch 1565, when Rodleigb applied himfelf to Mr. Secretary Cécyl 
for the Queen’s Privilege for the new printing of this Bible. This Mr. calls the renewing of his Privilege with 
jonger term of Tears than war at firft granted to Bodicigh and his Affeciates, which feems to intimate, that the fo 
mer was printed with the Royal Licenfe or Privilege. Or perhaps the Queen might grant her Letters to prohibie 
any other of Her Subjetts printing or felling this Bible for fuch a Term of Years.
